Division in the Oranee Order on the Ap- 
plication for Incorporation— Com- 
ment on Other Ueasores. 



Ottawa, .Jan. 11. — Once more tlio 
session ! By the time this letter lias 
readied Victoria His Excellency will 
have made his salutations to tho people's 
representatives, the govefiiinont's bill of 
faro will lie liefore parliament aiul tho 
address probably disposeil of, W'itli 
the exception of the "syndicate" session 
of 1S81-1882, when the proposals of .Sir 
George 'Stephen and his confreroa were 
under discussion — piirliainent that year 
asseniblliiig on Dao, 9th, 1880— and tho 
brief jsgaion^ofdwtUiuu three weeks an- 
terior to the dissohlibion of January, iS7t, 
tho session which ia justooramcnciii<; will 
1)0 tlio earliest on record since Coiiiedei-. 
ution. The average length of oarli .ses- 
sion iias been 87 days or about 12 wee!;H 
Tlic longest session was in 1885, viz., 24 
weeks, 4 days, and tho next longest 
was in ISdT-liS, viz., Hi weeks, 1 d.iys.

private and iiiiscellaiieons bills, 



will have to be consulted to sonic ox- 
tent. If tho government decides to 
cstablisli a national currency it would 
bo of great advantage to Canada, but it 
is questionable whetiier the banks 
would like it.

IIE.S KV()l,f;ST .SOCIISTIKS. 
One measure— the bill rolatiog to 
lieiievolcnt societies — wliieli Mr. Foster 
intimated would likely be introduced 
this year, has lieeii iiostponed. lJui'ing 
tbo roceas considerable labor has been 
devoted to tho work of collecting infor- 
mation liearing upon tliis subject, but a 
wide field is still opon. A Friendly 
.Society Act lias been in force for many 
years in lOiigl'ind, and, although as a 
wluile it i- much too cumbrous to he 
suited to the reipiireiiients of tlic Do- 
minion, still, it contains some valimblr!

be adopted in Canada, witli proper

pointed by the English house of coininoiiB 
to impure into and report upon the o|)- | 
oration of certain provieioiis of the Kiig 
lish act referred to and to suggest what 
ameiidinent (if any) of tho law is ro- 
ipii...o, lia-i lecenlly lujinrted rocoin- 
mendiiig certain fiirllier legislation 
which it is expected will lie a|)p!ied for 
during tiie ensuing session of the Im- 
perial parliament. In view of the fore- 
going, and of the desirability of having

the aiinouiiceinoiit by Mr. McCarthy of 
bis intention to move for the al)olitioii 
of tho I'Veiicb language as one of the of- 
licial languages in the N. W. '1'., and 
I lie intimat ion that the bill for the iu- 
rorporation of the Orange Onler will 
be pressed, are regarded as likely to 
inako the next few weeks here memor- 
able. ^Ir. McCarlliy will proceed by 
way of u bill, which, of course, must 
pass its tlirao stages in both bouses and 
receive tlie royal a.sseiit before it can be- 
come law. It will therefore be per- 
coived that abundance of opportunity 
will bo afforded for talk upon llio mat- 
ter. .Should x\Ir. Dowdney re-in- 
troduce liis bill to consolidate the 
difTeient acts relating to tho Northwest 
'I'erritorioB, as it is probablo tiiat 
lie will, Mr. McCarthy may bo afforded 
iiiiotlier opportunity to kill the particu- 
l.ir clause which is so olmoxiouH to him. 
Witii regard to the Orange Incorpora- 
tion Bill it is im^xissible to predict wiint 
iiiay happen. Those British Columbians 
w lio visited Ontario three or four years 
ago may remember the strong feeling 
wiiiob angendored. in this proviii 
nt the refusal of parliament to grant 
wlint was considered but a simple act of 
justice. Now, opinions are divided 
amongst the members of the Orange 
order as to the advisability of asking for 
incor]>oration at this juncture. Grand 
Lodge, at its last session, certainly au- 
thorized the executive to ask paidiament 
for the act, but the resolution of author- 
ization was only passed after a lengthy 
debute and against tho wishes of a 
.strong minority. Included in the latter 
are many of those who have joined the 
Kipial Rights Asaoeiatioii, and who 
hold that it parliament were to grant 
tho de.'iirod incorporation just at pre- 
fsiit, it would bo simply as a sop 
thrown to them to atop tho ugitfition, 
anil Ihuy say they don't propose to be 
bought ofl' ill such a imiiinor. It is, 
therefore, possible that even as regards 
the Orange order tlio spectacle may be 
witnessed this session of " a house 
divided against itself." 

THE govkrnmknt's pbooramme. 
Tito chief ministerial measure will 
likely be in charge of the Minister of 
Finance. Nearly all the bank: charters 
expire in 1801, and le^lafi(ni„v on the 
subject of banking will therefore bo 
necessary tliis year. The precise nature 
of the (Joverninont's proposals are not 
yet decided. I had a chat with Hon. 
.\Ir. Foster to-day on the subject, und 
he informed me that he had bail a meas- 
ure drafted lint that his colleagues biive 
not yet coiiHiileri'd it.

I.K.S .MISKIt.iilLK.S " OF LONDON"." 

Lo.NDO.v, Jan. 19.— The peaceful and 
contented portion of London's popula- 
tion had its nerves shattered again to- 
day by a donionatratioii on tho part of 
that portion which is not so contented 
and not always so peacefid. Tho per- 
sons who thus rudely iiiteirupted the 
ipiiet obscrninco of the day were tho 
gas-workers, or, rather, tho ox-gaa- 
workers, for they are no longer workers 
nor even strikers, their places nt the 
gas works having been filled, and they 
are literally locked out. To be locked out 
ill London is almost equivalent to a 
sentenco of slow death by starvation. 
It had been thought that those men had 
lost their identity us workers or strik- 
ers or anything hut aimple unit 8 of the 
great moss of uneniployed, for the strike 
was over weeks ago. Thus theappearanoe 
of this organized body of unfortunates 
had a somewhat unoaiiiiy effect, some- 
thing like the appearance of tlio ghost 
of that which bad been buried oat of 
sight. V.'lien the e.x-gasworkors en- 
tered Hyde Park iu grim procession, the 
people wondered whether the riotous 
scenes of the great labor demonstration 
of a year ago were to be repeated^ The 
"bobbies." made sure of their batons and 
tho "Johnnies" remembered that en- 
gagements called - for tlioir presence 
elsewhere at once. The procession, 
with the band playing mournful airs 
und l^annera with doleful legends flying 
above them, moved past the manaioas 
iu the West Eud, and was given the 
right of way as iinaiiinioualy as if it was 
the small pox. The marchers scowled 
angrily at tho swells who gazed 
on them from tho windows of private 
mansions, nnd many were the harsh 
epithets flung out by the sullen, hope- 
less, almost ilespcrute men. At some 
poiutB movements were made aa if to 
stone the windows of club,s; and it was 
only by the energetic efforts of the lead- 
ers, uiuoiig whom were some of the 
coolest-headed ami shrewdest labor agi- 
tators of London, that outbreaks wore 
prevented, so that on the whole the 
demouatratlou was an orderly one, and 
London to-night can congratulate itself 
on having again put off the evil day 
which so many prophesy aa inevitable. 
The Ji)ast End has again absorbed its 
delegation of "Lea Miserables," and the 
West End ia at church.

WURKJiES NEEDED. 

What British Columbia wuuta at thia 
present moment most urgently are men 
and women ""^(rith, of course, a propor- 
tionate number of cliililruu. TUosu 
men and women must his able and will 
ing to wuik, and ihey niusi be content 
to rouyli il lur u year or Iwu. 

Tlieru ate nmuy resouicoa iu tbia 
province awaiting deveiopmeut. Human 
labor iutolligently directed is almost uil 
that ia nt'Oded for tlio devulojimont ol 
Buaie of liicao resources. 

The seas tiiat wuali tlie shores of tlie 
province are rich iu tial] of many kinds. 
But WO iiavo uo tiah nj; population. 
There is work for thousands ot nauda tu 
take from the sea its harvest, to 
oure and paok the tish, aud to take from 
some of them the oil which they contain. 

Tliere is much mors land lu tho pro- 
vince available tor ugrioulturo than 
many people tiuagiue, Much of it 
is covered with busli and timber, which 
luust be taken oti' before the laud is tit 
, for cultivation. To clear the laud is 
hard work, l>ut it ia not harder on tlie 
went side of tho continent/ than it was 
on the oast. Tlie acitlura iu Ei/steru 
Canada cleared their farms of timber 
and achieved Lndependeiica under con- 
' ditious greatly more severe iu every way 
. thou those under which the farmer in 
British Columbia is placed. The land 
of this province wlien cleared is rich, 
yielding tine crops, and tho cliniatu la 
pleasanter than it ia iu the east. 

Tho timber of the province ia a source 
of wealth, aud is coiittiiually bcconmig 
more valuable. Tliere are iiimteuse 
forests in British Columbia ali^iMt un- 
touched, and hardy, industrious men 
are required to carry on the timber 
trade. 

Mining may be said to be still in ita 
infancy in British Columbia. No one 
knows the stores of wealth which the 
rooks of the province contain. Rail 

, ways are ueciled to utilize the 
.mineral wealth of the country, ami 
wagon roads are still to be made. 
Mining, railway constiuction, and road 
makiujj require the labor of many men, 

tand these will soon, we trust, need to 

■ bo strongly reiuforced. 

There is work to bo done every wliere 
in the province— on the Mainland and 
on the Island, on the coast and in tlifi 
intorior. Where are the meu to come 
from to do this work ? ,So far, they 

:have come from hero, there and everj - 
where — some capable and some in- 
capable. But there has been uo organ- 
ized system of immigration. This ia 
now talked of. In the Highlands ol 
Scotland tliere is a hardy poimlation 
whoae struggle for niero exi.'^tence is ex- 
treriiely .sc\ ci l'. Tli,i.t they would be 
irameuaely bettered by coming to thi.s 
country no one can doubt. But how 
ore any of them to get here ? The dis- 
tance is very great, and the people are 
very poor. They are, however, not pau- 
pers. They are a self-aupporting and 
self-rospectiug people, who possess all 
the virtues of the Scotch Highlanders. 
0(fie has only to look at the voters' lints 
of almost every county in Canada to see 
bow niiiob Highlanders ondi.the loaa-of 
Highlanders have dofie" towards liuild- 
iug up the Dominion of Cnna.la. We 
know whiii the r-ice ia, uml we know 
that the cuu. ny could uot have better 
settlers than the hardy/, high-spirited 

ilighlauder.s. : ' ■ : ' ■ 

But. to return to odr qUMitoh. There 
is u proposal to help these people to 
come here. Mr. Alexander Begg ha 
been devising and developing a sehciii. 
to get ai;iiiu luimlreils of lamiiiea ol 
llighliuulei:i to lii itiah Culuni..i:i. Thr 
main features of this scheme are tl.nl 
the Imperial Government » to advance 
to the Government of British Columbia 
one hundred and fifty tliousaml jioutifl- 
sterling at a low lato of intereai, to b( 
used in Hasisting .'^c^l(.■h croft i-r-., 
arecalli'il, to .-cilK-in i!,,- pi-.A i nr,-. I'iir 
Goverinnent of the province ia to be- 
come responsible for the money, but no 
interest is to be required for tho first 
five years. Tho Provincial Government 
is to aid the crofters so settle in the 
province, rcipiiring them, after they 
have been in tho coiiniry four ye,ir«, tc. 
pay, by instalment, what has been ad- 
vanced to thoui, The Qovornment of 
" the Province is to be responsible to tin: 
Iniporial Government for the loan, ami 
tho Provincial Uovr.i nnii'iit ia loi-nlli-i-; 
tho money from (he soMlerK, lakim.' 
s(!curity on tliwr iJos'j.i'-.siiHid for tin- 
repayment of the money, ll ia propo.scil 
to settle some of the people in villages 
along the sea coast whore they can carry 
on fishing, and to settle others on farms 
lurther inland. 

Tho sclieuii) in a promising one, biM 
everything ilcpciMlH at- pieseiit on the 
Imperial (Jovernnient. AVill it (idvu-Dcc 
the £)oO,()0()? 

We believe there is room in tho pro- 
vince for an indefinite number of work- 
•rt. If Kome hundreds of thase thrifty 



people came here they would case the 
labor market. The young men would 
ha\e no difficulty iu finding work, and 
the housekeepers in town and country 
would be- only too glad to have such of 
tho young women ua ncrded Binploy- 
niont ns donicstio servants. 

The Highlander ia the most adaptable 
of men. He would soon suit himself to 
the oiroumstances of the country and to 
tho ways of the people, and iu a very 
short time the crofters aud their sous 
and diiughtera would be among tho 
inoat prosperous of tho soUlera. 

At the comiug session of the Imperial 
Parliament this matter will probably be 
settled, and before nsxfc summer we 
aliall know whether or not any oousider- 
iiblo number of the Scotch crofters will 
li.ivo the |)ro3poct of changing their lifo 
of |ioverty and dopendence in tho Iligli- 
laiida of Scotland for one of comfort and 
plenty in British Columbia. 

AN ADVOOATE OF 8E0TION- 
ALISM. 

A few days ago we said "If the 

spirit which suggests the formation of 

a Mainland A.iaociation extond.i and bo- 
ci.iii'ja stronger it may, and probably 
Mill, result in tho separatiou of tno 
la land from the Mainland.;. There are 
many on tho Island who desire this 
now, and if the ill-feeling which tho 
Miiinlnnd Association will be sure to 
gem^rale bcoomoa general tho split will 
lie inevitable." Although this ia tho 
ooiielusion to which every reflecting 
man must conio when he sees busy- 
bodies arrayint; Mainland against 
Idland the Vancouver- Ne^ys-Advertiser 
is, or afife'ots to "he, oxbeedingly angry 
with U3 for expressing it fully ami 
|il -inly. ihi! risk of liriiiging down 

upon our head tho conceutrated wiath 
of our irascible contemporary we desire 
to repeat every word of that warning 
e:< riiestly and emphatically. - ; .- 

Because we soy that a given cau.'e 
■-vill be sure to produce a certain elTcfit 
■ HI r coiiteiiiporary turna round upon us 
iml with a logic « hi-jh it is mildness it- 
- h to call old-womanish, angrily ac- 
cuaea us of trying to bring about the re- 
auU we deprecate. . If we told the edi- 
tor of the News-Advertiser th»t he 
Minst, one of these days, go tJie way of 
.ill llosh, would he, wo wonder, get into 
,1 rage and accuse us of entertaining a 
di..-.ign ugninst hia life. If he did so his 
conduct would uot bo in auy respect 
more absurd than it was when if« point- 
ed out to him and others the unavoid- 
alilrt result of soctionalijm iu this 
province. 

The promoters of the Mainland 
ciutiou say that they are not sectional. 
U'hy, tho very name of the Association 
shows that^it'is^sectibnaL .'.'^'by should 
it be a M^XNiULKp.'Asaooiation? Sup- 
pose an Association were formed in Ou- 
tario to guard and'promote the interests 
of Ontario as against antagonistic intor- 
eata and inlluences in tho other pro- 
vinces, would not that be a Sectional 
.-Vssooiation, and would it not be the 
duty of every well-wisher of the 
Dominion, .in -.and -put of Ontario, to 
lirotest against the' formation of such an 
oi--.4anization ? The language that tho 
X'- w.s-Ailvertiser uses shows as plainly 
as possible that jealousy of the Island, 
and fear of the Island's inllucnce iu thjj 
Legislative Assembly, are what this 
new association ia to be built upon.

1 he people of the-Mcithl^nd fair play in 
rliu matter of representation, and that

; lii-y possess. The promoters of the 
a.^aocintion are not willing to leave tho 
matter of redistributing the seats to the 
Legislative Assembly, but ' are deter- 
mined to bririg pressure; to bear, upon it 
and perhaps to bulldoze some of its 
luembcra, in order that what they con- 
sider justice tihall be dono to the Main- 
i.md.

■on.'h nnplea.'(antneas. But the .Main- 
land Aaaocial ioii is orgunirod for tho *\- 
press purpose of intensifying and aggra- 
vating local rancor and Tillage spite. 
It is really and truly to be a machine 
for nnrrowing tho minds and souring th» 
diapositioiu of ilR nu-mbors. W» again 
.-.irncstly oxjircss the hii)ic that aeusililo 
pen|)lo nn the Miiiiiland, neeing tho mis- 
chicvouB tendency of the organisation, 
will do what they can to discountenance 
it. They must see that it is to th* in- 
torcat of tho Legislativs Assembly to 
make the redistribution of seats ss fair 
to every section of the province is tlii'y 
can. The i-ep,-fsenlativ.ia of tlis wholo 
people of tiiu province in Purlianienl nu- 
aoniblet), ore much raoro likely to come 
to sound conclusions in this mattor than 
ony sbotlonal sisociation formed of 
either islanders or malnlaudsrs. 



WaiGH IS BEST— IGNORANCE 
OB INTELLIGENCE ? 

Mr. TJenjamin Reoce tries, in the 
Popular Soieuco Moatlily, to make the 
world b«U'jv« that education lends to 
or)nte,Wahd that Iguoraace is tho iirother 
of all the virtues. He does this In a 
rather singular way. He goes to South 
Carolina, whore he finds a number of 
illitot-ato negroes trying in a lazy kind of 
way to keep soul and body together iu 
the woods and swamps. Half the popu- 
lation of the State a^ returned as Ulit- 
eratea, that is, they cau neither read nor 
write. He finds among these poor peo- 
ple very few saloons and a small propor- 
tion of oriminals— that is criminals who 
have been brought under the cognisiinoe 
of the courts of the State. There Is as 
regards insanity snd'brime bnt bne ^'do- 
linquent" in every 5BS inhabitants. He 
finrls a alinilsr state of things in Louisi- 
ana and Miasiaaippi. The returns of 
the cjurta show fow criminals, and 
there ara nob many saloons in proportion 
to tho population. Tho conclualon he 
draws from these facts and figures is 
that ignorance and poverty are favor- 
able to virtue of all kinds. Ho then 
;.;oea to n.-ilifornin, Massachusetts, Now 
.lersey. Now York and other ststea, 
■.vbere thero in n largo iirbon population, 
and where the people are comparatively 
rioh, andhe finds that is these states there 
lire more people who can read and write, 
and at the same time more criminals 
and more saloons. 

It would be hard to find more unfair 
comparisons than these. In the South- 
ern .Slates, where tho nogroea form a 
vei-y largo proportion of thf jiopulslion, 
■lociety is in rather a primitive condition. 
OQenoes which- ia., .other .. parts of 
the "Union would he ' regarded as 
wortli.v of [umislimcnt, are thpro not 
ihoughl of aullioient importM\c-' 
to 1)0 brought under the ui)ti.--i 
of the law. But in the more I 
complicated soei -ty of the North 
and West meu and women are brought 
before the magistrate for very trifiing 
idTouces. And the same peraos may 
in tho course of twelve months ha com- 
mitted many times. In the statistics of 
crime thdt person (igiirea not a.i one 
orimiiial but us five, si.v or a dozen 
criminals. It will bo seen thsa that 
what with tho better administration of 
the law in the North and the different 
oiroutiiitances of the two aectiona ^s to 
wealth, Mr. Reoce'a way of prortng 
liiat il i« bci-ier to lie ignorant thin to 
be educated, is not to be depended 
upon. 

Mr. Reecs then goes to tho prisons 
aud finds out what proportion- of the 
])risoners can road atid write, and what 
proportiou has been to high schools and 
colleges. Ho finds iu tho prisons inaiij 
who can read and write, and a few who 
have enjoyed what are considered 
superior advantages of education. We 
are quite free'to'coDfess that there are 
many who set ai ' absurdly high value 
upon what they call "ednc%tioii." 
In their opinion education can do won- 
ders. It can make the stupid clover 
ami the Ii.'mI good. Wo admit that it is 
quite possible to teach a boy to rend and 
and.- write,, without taking any of the 
brute or the savage out of his nature, 
und a man may go through college and 
have two or three letters after his name 
without getting rid of the crook that 
waa in his nature at hia birth. E<luca- 
tion, as it is carried on in these days, 
reaiMnhlosAtoO ' much the training of a 
[)arrot. The'natnre of the pupil is not 
changed, nor even his mind enlarged 
because some accomplishments hare 
been ao^niced.' 

Bnt' if 'teaching people to read and 

write does not make them better it does 
not, as Mr. Reece would have us be- 
liove, make them worao. Thero is noth- 
ing demoralizing in the alphabet, and 
no one waa ever yet the worse for learn- 
ing the multiplication table. Where 
all, or nearly all, aro sent to school, if 
there aro any criminals at all, a eonaid- 
orablo proportion of them must be able 
to road and write ; but they are 
not criminals becansa they have 
acquired a little learning. The proba- 
bility is. that they are oriminBls in 
spite of the InQuencs of* the ' Bohools 
they attended. It sometimes happens 
that Sunday School teachers and minis- 
ters of the Oospelare sent to paniten- 
tiariea. -No enebut a fool would eay 
that these men aro criminals because 
they aro Sunday .School taachers and 
.Miiaators of the Gospel. The tendency 
of those oepupitions is to make them 
good men but tliey w«r« not atrong 
enough to resiat the bad influencta to 
which thoy were exposed. To prove 
that a certain proportion of the inmates 
if the jiri^oim of the Northorn and 
Western states can read and write is no 
argument ogainsti learning to 'read, and 
vvrite. ■ It' trould be »a '' reasonable to 
say that bread and butter ''should n ir 
be given to children because it «an .e 
proved that thieves, murderers, forgers 
Liid other criminala were in their child- 
hood, fed on bread and butter. 

There is a fact bearing on this aub- 
jeot that ought to have occurred to Mr. 
Roeca;^ Ifc; is this T . StfitUtios .prove 
that ilUterates are becoming fewer and 
lower In Qreab 'Britain, a'hd so are 
criniinati. " Crime in that country has 
dimitii»bed an education -has apread 
.imoiig the ma-ises. The ckuss'that, ac- 
conliiij;,' to Mr. Reece, produces crime 
ill the United Stutea diminishes crime 
iu the United Kingdom. But we are 
told that like causes produce like effeots. 
Is common school education an excep- 
tion to this rule ? Is what is the Eng- 
liahiiiHti'i meat the Yaidfee'a poison ? 
We don't think nn. Wo think it mm li 
lll^)rl^ likoly that .Mr. I-ireco has not yot 
iouiid the causa of American domoraliia- 
tion, if thsre is demoralisation in that 
country. ' ' 

Mr. Beeca ssnds us to the Papuan 
lalanderg, to the Rock "Veddshs'to the 
Oyaks of liorneo, to the Fusgesns and 

other biirbarmis races to tearh to be 
viriluoun. Tli« "I'.vago, iiccording to 
liini, is wrnii|j;ly nmned. Ifn ouglil to lie 
called tho IClovator, the Ilumanizer and 
the KegcneratoT. If this new tisscher is 
right th« ignorant sl&sses in every coun- 
try are the most virtuous. He goss to 
South Carolina for his exsmplars of good 
living; niid instcird of going to nlniroh 
and bcinij tiiughl l.y an educated man 
our duty to God and our duty to our 
neighbor, we in British Cnlumbia should 
go tor lessons in tctnperanca, tobariiecs 
aud ohssttty totbe ansophlitieatsd and, 
umlektersd Slwasliss.

'Wlioii ' i on Hastings wa« & 
boy he used to {grieve at the fact that 
his family hod lost their paternal es- 
tate at Daylesford, and to say: "I will 
buy thiit bade." Ho grew up to be the 
jjroat proconsul of tho apo; he bought 
back tho estate, and he died at Daylea- 
lord. I had the honor of knowing Mr. 
George Moore. Tou may rememfeer 
that ha oanie to London a poor, un- 
known, unbofrlended Cumborlnnd lad. 
When he entered a great oommoroial 
establishment his ambition was; ' 'I In- 
tend to marry ray master's daughter 
and become my master's partner." 
Both those things he aoobmplished. 
Ho not only bocame a very wealthy 
man, but. what was infinitely hotter, a 
man of great service to his generation. 
About sixty years ago there was a boy

also that the graat given yearly is our 
just share of a fund taken from tho 
Provincial treaiury. Why then can it 
be said that w« give Hothing to the sup- 
port of this institution? Suoh beioe 
the case then should we bo considered 
as imposing upon the Provincial f!ov- 
ernraent in this rejpect and why should 
Victoria be ibe only city or municipal- 
ity in the province isked to support tlio 
di-atitute aick.

delay. It will also be in order for us who 
havo subscribed to the arection of tho 
Juhilco Hospital to anquiro as to who 
are the "elect" to be admitted into its 
irards and receive it« benefits. As to 
the question of incurables, I maintain 
no\r, as I have alawaya maintained, thiit 
they arc not; the class for a general hos- 
pit»l, they have pasjed throngfc 
its ward.i, »o to speak, and 
should be otherwise provided for.

Mr. WUIIam ileatbnru, Another Pioneer of 
Victoria, Passes to HU Long, 'Long 
Homo. 

Mr. William Hoathorn, one of 'iho 
oldest and most rospouted pioneers tjf 
tho City of Victoriii, died at his roai- 
denee, Rock Bay, at 7:30 o clock Sun- 
day morning. 

The deceased Ii.id been up -uid about 
tranaaoting his usual business on Satur- 
day, und tho news of his death, when 
ho was supposed to bo in ordinary 
health and vigor, startled tho commun- 
ity in wliicli he was one of the most 
familiar figures. On Saturday after- 
noon he had experienced a bad ])aiii in 
the chest, but he did not mention it to 
any of the family until about ^>:'M 
o'clock on Sunday morning, when it ro- 
turued, and he got up with the inten- 
tion of taking something to alleviate it. 
His agony was so intense that he was 
forced to return to bed, whoro he died 
about two hours later, surrounded hy 
his family. Death is supposed to have 
resulted from injuries sustained by the 
deceased- about two years ago, when he 
was thrown from his bug^ while out 
driving. 

William Hoathorn was born in Guild- 
ford, Surrey, England, in IH23, making 
him nt the time of his death (II yeara of 
age. He came lo Victoria in November 
LSli^ and in ISO.') started a small boot 
and shoe store. Tho Rock Ray Tannery 
ho opened in ISlii, unil both of his en- 
terprises grew with tho town. I^iist 
year he disposed of his boot aud shoe 
[actory, wdiich liad reached largo pro- 
portions, to the Ames Holdou Manufac- 
turing Co. He was a heavy real estate 
owner in Victoria, belonged to no 
societies, but always took an active part 
in all charitable jnovements. The de- 
ceased became a councillor when- the 
City Fathers met in the old Royal 
Theati:e, whioh, stood where.. The Col- 
onist.;: office f no W! is. ' : Ho Jwas^ again a 
candidate for aldermanio '.honors at the 
election held a few days ago. He leaves 
a wife and seven children, two of whom 
are married, to mourn his death. 

On account of the very sudden nature 
of his deiniso, Ihe family have deemed 
it best to rec|Uest a coroner's impiest. 
Accordingly a jiost -mortem examiuation 
of the body was niado yesterday, and an 
impiest will be held by Dr. .lacksou at 
the residence al I I o'clock this morning. 
The funeral is to take place on 'I'liursilay 
aflernoon fnun ihe Reformsil Fpiscnpal 
church. 

CITY POLICE COURT. 
(Boforo Hon. A. N. Richards. P. M.) 

THE ELECTION DAT ASHAULT OAHK. 

The first enao called in the City 
Police court was that of Mr. J. Monta- 
gue Leet, charged hy Richard Morrison 
.M. I)., with having assaulted him at 
the Vatea street polling booth on Thurs- 
day last. Mr. 1). M. Eberts (Eberts k 
Taylor) appeared for the prosecution, 
while Mr. L,eet conducted his own de- 
fence. 

R. Morrison, M. D., was the first wit- 
ness to take the stand. He deposed 
that the accused came up to him at the 
polls on the day on which the assault 
was alleged to have been committed, 
and remarked to him (witness) "You're 
a pretty looking thief to run for alder- 
man." Ho (witness) asked the return- 
ing oflicer to make Leet leave as he was 
not a voter. He went out and returned 
again lo make oilier insulting remarks. 

t.'oncludiiig his direct evidence, wit- 
ness said "With a .Saiauic grin ou his 
face, Led snid he would .give $!>0 to 
smash nie in the face. He kept on 
abusing me uulil 1 finally had to seiiil 
for the police. He has abused me sev- 
limea before, once in my oliice anil once 
on the street. 1 never used insulting or 
abusive language lo him. 

('ros.s-o.xamined by Mr. Leet. — You 
addressed me personally. I dmi'l know 
what led up to it. 

■Mr. Leet, addressing the Court, aaid 
that he did nol addresa hia remarks at 
the jiolla to Dr. Morriaon, but to Aliler- 
inan N'igeliua. 

Witness lo his honor — "1 never knew 
Mr. Leet in the Fast. I did not want 
to either." 

W. E. Dull, deputy returning otlicer, 
swore. Saw Mr. Leet twice on election 
day. Heard some remarks passed be- 
tween liini and Dr. Morrison. He went 
up to the Doctor with his hands closed, 
lie used pretty heavy language, but I 
cannot romember tho exact words. I 
ordered him out of the booth. Dr. Mor- 
rison said nothing hack to him. 

To Mr. Leet — You seemed to be ad- 
dressing Dr. .Morrison. Did not hear 
you say aiiyiliiug about Dr. Morrison 
having committed a fraud on your part-

A voice from tho audience — Whioh 
partner? 

Mr. I'^berla wanted all the remarks 
made by Mr. Leet in relation to Dr. 
.Morrison having been guilty of fraud 
reduced to writing. Such remarks were 
libellous. 

W. ('. Robinson testified to hearing 
accused use strong language at tho poll- 
ing booth. 

This closed the ca.su for the prosecu- 
tion, and .Mr. Leet called Aid. V'igolius 
as his fir.sl and only wiliiess. 

.•\ld. \'igelius deposed that Mr. Leet 
came into the laiUing booth and was 
talking lo him. He (.Mr. Loot) naid 
that he could not see whut necessity 
there was for an election when two 
honest men were in the council and 
sought jre-electio 1 1 . 

The eivideiico being conipleled Ids 
honor anmanced that be would give 
judgment to-day. 

■ ' LITTLE VAORANTS. 

Jimmy Cibbona and M. Whittey, on 
roniand, were charged with vagrancy. 
The Btcp-futher of the former took the 
stand and said that he supported him. 
Tho boy did not go to school, and he 
was not strong enough to work. If ho 
wua discharged he jiromised to look 
,tfter liini. 

His honor, uftor lecturing the trou 
hlesoino youngster, dismissed him. 

Young Whittey was olso treated to 
some excellent advice, and dismissed. 
Under the stern words of the magistrate 
ho commenced to cry bitterly, and the 
sleevo of his 'cout mudb frequent pas- 
sages across his eyes, on each trip leav- 
ing a trail of dirt behind it. 

After gazing at the display of feeling 
for a moment, his Imnor remarked: 
"You always cry when you como hero, 
don't you? And yet you como back 
just I lie same. Viui cry very easily, 
but Fin afraid you don't feel very bad." 

His honor conliiiucd to ailvise the 
prisoner lo lead a respectable life, and 
referred to the fact that he had been 
sus)iecteii of attcmpling to sot firo to 
several buildings in the city.

fess his guilt, hardly waiting for tho in- 
terpreter to linish boforo ho informed 
tho court, through him, that he "did 
it," but he didn't know the man's 
name. 

His honor, nfter hearing the incidnnts 
of the CISC as narrated by the (^I'.ief of 
Police, said that il was a most serious 
charge; it might yet be iiuu'der, and re- 
maudod llie case until TlnirHilay, to 
enable lho proaoeutiou to got their evi- 
donoo arranged.

Vigelius, and the matter waa 
tabled. 

On motion the council adjourned uu 
til Wednesday week, after passing the 
election accounts for payment.
